BAKED Amu PUDDING. — Ono pound of 


apples, n quarter of a pound respectively of 
sugar, butter and bread crumbs, or biscuit's, 
the yelk of four eggs, the white of ono, tho 
peel and half lue juice of a lemon: mix 
all well together, bake three-quarters of an 
hour, and turn out on a dish. 


MADEIRA CAKE.—This receipt, if carefully 


followed out, makes a delicious cake. Whisk 
four fresh eggs until they ar« as light as 
possible, then, continuing still to whisk 
them, throw in by degrees the following in- 
gredients in the order in which (hoy are 
written: Sii ounces of dry poundod and nif t- 
ed sugar, six ouncts of butter dissolved, but 
not heated,the rind of a fresh lemou grated 
a»d the. instant before the cako ia molded 
-beat in a teaspoonful of baking powder;bake 
one hour in a moderate oren. Observe, par- 
ticularly, that »aoh portion of the ingre- 
dients must be beaten into the mixture un- 
til no appearance of it remains before tho 
uoit is added. If this be done, and the 
preparation kept light by constant an'l 
light whisking,' the cake will be as good or 
better than if the butter were creatned. 
Candid citron may be added.
